The applicant argues that the extended well 310 of Lichte is part of the container 300 and is not part of the transducer 1 1 0, and the 
openings 54 of Walker are formed in the housing 32 and are not part of the piezoelectric device. The arguments are not persuasive 
because there is nothing stated in the rejected claims that the cavity is a part of the transducer. For example, claim 1 recites that the 
piezo electric device is provided with a cavity connecting to an inside of the liquid container but does not clearly recite the providing 
source. Therefore, the claimed cavity is read on the extended well 310 of Litche and the openings 54 of Wlaker because the extended 
well 310 is provided for the transducer by the container and the openings 54 are provided for the transducer by the housing 32. 

The applicant argues that dependent claims 2-13, 15-18 and 20-37 are not adressed. The argument is not persuasive because a 
limitations recited in these claims are clearly shown in Hara et al and Lichte. For examplie, the steps of reducing pressure, charging 
liquid, sucking or removing an air as recited in the claims are shown on Figure 17 of Hara et al. Wherein the steps of reducing the 
pressure and charging the ink are executed within the pressure reducing container 43, air in the liquid container 41a is removed through 
the air hole 50, charging the liquid is performed by the ink source (58) or the charging ink is executed while keeping the liquid container 
warm (10 to 20 degrees), see column 10, lines 28, 38 in the Hara et al reference. Also, the method steps are inherently taught in the 
apparatus device/limitation of the prior art . 
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
